|Coolidge Has 


C ut Planned 


Washington, D. C., May 28.— [Spe- 
clal.I— President Coolidge has ordered 
a study made of all the government de- 
partments to determine where econo- 
mies can be made without injuring 
efficiency. The plan of the President, 
operating through the budget director, 
is to bring the annual expenditures 
next year to below the .$3,000,000,000 
mark, in an effort to reduce taxes to 
the lowest possible point and inject 
business methods in government. 

President Coolidge has been informed 
by the budget director that the per- 
sonnel is entirely too large, that the 
present number of 65,000 government

thousand that of the war peak, has 
not been reduced to anythifig like the 
proportion consistent with efficiency. 
The largest forces are carried in the 
navy and war departments, war vet- 
erans’ bureau, and the shipping board.
